SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


Overview 


Seasonally adjusted employment in Qucenstand increased by 20,500 from August 1993 to November 1993, while the number 
of unemployed persons rose marginally to 172,900 resulting in the unemployment rate falling slightly, The labour force 
participation rate was 63.7 per cent, 0.4 percentage points higher than in August 1993, 


For Australia, seasonally adjusted cmployment increased by 99,900 while the number of unemployed persons rose by 14,900 
from August 1993 to November 1993, Over the same period the uncmployment rate remained unchanged at 11.1 per cent.

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Of the unemployed, the number in Queensland looking for full-time work increased by 4,600 persons ta 131,000 over the 
year to November 1993, a rise of 3.6 per cent, Over the same period the number of persons looking for part-time 
employment decreased slightly to 24,200 persons. The median duration of uncmployment fell from 26 weeks in November 
1992 to 14 weeks in February $993 with school leavers entering the labour market, before rising again tw 26 weeks in August 
1993, remaining at that level in November 1993. 


Over the year to November 1993 the construction industry showed the largest increase in the number employed, rising 
11,600 (10.2 per cent) to 125,000 while the number of persons unemployed within this industry fell stighily. Employment in 
the manufacturing industry increased by 6,500 (3.9 per cent), while the number uncmployed decreased marginally, The 
number ¢mployed in the recreation, personal and other services industry fell slighty while the number uncmployed increased 
by 6,000. 


Trend series 


The number of employed Queenslanders increased by 10,800 10 1,385,900 from August to November 1993 while the number 
of unemployed persons rose by 5,700 to 171,700 over the same period. The number of employed Australians increased by 
39,300) from August to November 1993 while the number of unemployed persons increased by 22,000 over the same period,

The unemployment rate for the Brisbane Major Statistical Regton (MSR) in November 1993 was 9.6 per cent and for the 
Balance of Queensland 10.4 per cent. The South and East BSD Balance had the highest unemployment rate in the Brisbane 
MSR at 11.2 per cent while the Brisbane City Outer Ring had the lowest rate of 7.7 per cent. 





SUMMARY OF FINDINGS — continued 


For the Balance of Queensland the region with the highest unemployment rate was North and West Moreton with 13.4 per 
cent. South and East Moreton recorded a rate of 12.8 per cent followed by Wide Bay-Burncit with 11.4 percent. The 
Darling Downs and South-West Statistical Divisions had the lowest unemployment rate of 7.3 per cent. 


Youth estimates 


The number of 15 to 19 year ofds in the Queensland labour force decreased marginally to 138,800 persons over the year to 
November 1993 while the number employed fell slightly to 110,704) persons. The unemployment ratc for this group 
decreased from 20.8 per cent in November 1992 to 20.2 per cent in November 1993 and the participation rate fell from 38.8 
per cent in November 1992 to 58.1 per cent in November 1993. 


There were 183,600 employed 20 to 24 year alds in November 1993, an increase of 6,300 (3.6 per cent) over the 12 month 


period, mainly in full-time work. The participation rale of this age group fell from 81.2 per cent in November 1992 to 80,6 
per cent in November 1993 and the unemployment rate decreascd from 14.8 per cent to 13.6 per cent over the same period.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


The population survey 


The survey is based on a multi-stage arca sample of 
private dwellings and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.) and usually covers approximatcly three-fifths of 1 per 
cent of the population of Queensland. The information is 
Gbtamed from the occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and specially wained interviewers, The 
interviews are generally conducted during a period of 2 
wecks beginning on the Monday between the 6th and 12th 
of cach month. The information obtained relates to the 
weck before the interview G.c. the reference weck). 


Scope 
2. The labour force survey includes all persons aged 15 
years and over except: 


(a) members of the permanent defence forces; 


(b} certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from Census and 
esumated populations: 


ic) overseas residents in Australia and 


(d} members of non-Australian defence forces (and 
their dependants) slationed in Australia. 


Coverage 


3. In the labour force survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to censure that cach person is associated with 
only one dwelling and hence has only one chance of 
sclection. The coverage rules are, necessarily, a balance 
between theoretical and = operational considerations. 
Nevertheless, the chance of a person being enumerated at 
Lwo separate dwellings in the one survey is considered to be 
negligible. 


4. Persons who are away [rom their usual residence for 6 
weeks or less at the time of interview are enumerated al 
their usual residence when relevant information can be 
oblained [rom other usual residents present at the time of 
the survey. 


Supplementary and specia! surveys 


>. Emphasis in the population survey is placed on the 
regular collection of specific data on demographic and 
labour force characteristics of the population. However, 
supplementary and special surveys of particular aspects of 
the Jabour torce or of other subjects are carried out from 
lime to time. Statistics from these surveys are 
published and are available on request. A list of survey 
publications on labour force and related lopics ts shown on 
page 22. 


Population benchmarks 


6. Labour force survey estimates of persons employed, 
unemployed and not in the labour force are calculated in 


such a way as to add up to the independentiy estimated 
distribution of the population aged 15 years and over 
by age and sex, This procedure compensates for under- 
enumcralion in the survey and leads to more reliable 
esuimales. The imdependent population © statistics 
(benchmarks} are the latest available estimates at the time 
the labour force survey ts conducted, but they usually differ 
from the olficial population cstimates subsequently 
published in the quarterly ABS publication Austrafian 
Demographic Statistics (3101.0) because they are 
necessarily derived from incomplete information about 
population changes. 


7. Smee regular estimates of the population are not 
available at the regional level, the State benchmarks were 
uscd to produce regional estimates. This methodology 
assumes 4 common pattem of under-enumeration at the 
regional level and also ensures that regional estimates add 
Lo the State totals. 


& While this procedure can be expected to provide 
reliable estimaics of unemployment and participation rates, 
it cannot be taken as completely reliable for estimates of 
numbers involved. For this reason estimates of numbers in 
each region have not been added to provide an estimate of 
the total civilian population aged 15 years and over. 


Revision of series 


9. Survey csumates are not revised for the usually smail 
amendinents of population benchmarks arising from new 
data on deaths and overscas and internal migration. 
Revisions are made, however, alter cach census of 
population and housing and when population estimation 
bases are reviewed. These revisions affect unadjusted, 
seasonally adjusted and trend estimates. The last such 
revision was made in February 1989 to take account of the 
resulls of the 1986 Census of Population and Housing. This 
affected all the monthly esumates from January 1984 to 
January 1989. 


10. From September 1987, regional estimates are based 
on slauslical regions. Pnor to September 1987, estimates 
were based on differently composed disseminalion regions. 


li, The estimates shown in this publication are based 
enurcly on place of usual residence. Prior 10 October 1982, 
the ¢cstimates were based on a combination of place of 
cnumerauion and place of usual residence. 


12. Until February 1978, surveys were conducted in 
February, May, August and November each year from 
1964. From February 1978 the survey has been conducted 
on a monthly basis. 


13. The questionnaire used in the survey for the collection 
of Tabour force data has been revised a number of times. 
Details of these changes have been published in 
information Paper: Questionnaires Used in the Labour 
force Survey (6232.0) in March 1978, December 1981, 
August 1954, June 1986, June 1991 and March 1993, 





EXPLANATORY NOTES — continued 


Comparability of series 


14. As noted in paragraph 9, estimates from January 1984 
have been revised to conform to reviscd population 
estimates following the 1986 Census of Population and 
Housing and are thus not strictly comparable with cstimales 
for periods prior to January 1984 which have not been 
revised, 


15. Regional estimates arc based on statistical regions 
from Scptember 1987. They are not comparable to 
estimates prior to that date which were based on dillerently 
composed dissemination regions. 


16. Comparability with estimates produced from the 
quarterly survey of employment and earnings ts affected by 
the usc of a different survey methodology and dchinilions. 
The labour force survey provides csumates of people in 
jobs whereas the survey of employment and carnings 
provides an estimate of the number of jobs held by wage 
amd salary earners. A more detailed descripuon of the 
differences beiween these two serics 1s provided im 
information Paper: Comparison of Employment Estimates 


from the Labour Force Survey and the Survey af 


Employment and Earnings (6263.0), 


Reliability of estimates 


17. Estimates in this publication are subject to lwo 
sources of error. 


(a} Sampling error. Since the estimates are based on 
information ohtamed from occupants of a sumpic 
of dwellings they, and the movements derived 
from them, may differ from the figures that would 
have been produced if all dwellings had been 
included in the survey. More information on this 
topic is given in the Technical Notes. 


(b} Non-sampling error,  Inaccuracits Muay occur 
because of imperfections m= reporting — by 
respondents and interviewers and errors made in 
coding and processing dala. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether ibe a full 
count or asample, Every effort is made lo reduce 
the non-sampling error to a minimum by carelul 
design of questionnaires, intensive training and 
supervision af interviewers and clficrent operating 
procedures. 


Survey sample redesign 


18. The tabour force survey sample was redesigned and 
reselecied using information collected in the 1991 Census 
of Population and Housing, The new sample was phased in 
over the period September to December 1992, For details, 
see Information Paper: Labour Force Survey — Sample 


Destin (6269.0), 


19. For the most part, one quarter of the new sample was 
introduced cach month so that, by December 1992, the 
entire new sample was in place. Replacement occurred 
generally at the rotanon group level with two groups 
substituted each month. Such a pattern of impiementavion 


means that any changes to labour force cstimates due 10 
differences belween the two samples, or any other 
influences, was spread over’ 4 months rather than being 
concentrated in one imter-month period. 


20. This phasc-in scheme applied to the private dwelling 
sample in urban areas. The new sample for non-private 
dwellings and private dwellmgs im rural areas was 
introduced in a single stage in November 1992. 


21. The sampling fraction differs for States and 
Territories to enable estimates of reasonable accuracy Lo be 
produced at State level as well as for Australia. The 
sampling fraction for Queensland is 1 m 195. 


Potential effects on labour force survey estimates 


22, Implications for estimates produced trom the Labour 
Force Survey due to sample redesign and its 
impicmentation are as follows: 


(a) the sampting error in Queensland increased overall 
initially by about 8 per cent over the previous level 
but will decline gradually during the life of the 
new sample. There was also higher standard errors 
for the estimales of month-to-month movements 
produced during the period September 1992 10 
December 1992 compared with those for the 
corresponding scrics produced prior to this period 
and from January 1993 onwards. Overall, these 
are estimated to be up to 20 per cent higher than 


fhe normal standard errors on monthly 
movements, 
(b) analysis has shown that the unemployment rate 


was marginally higher (less than 0.5 percentage 
poinis) for those persons in sample for the first 
time. Normally, this wall not affect ihe overall 
estimates of month-to-month movements because 
the number of persons in sample does not change 
significantly. However, during the — transition 
period, there were iwicc as many as usual in 
sample lor the first time, This may have caused a 
small upward movement (of less than 0,1 
percentage points) in the unemployment rate from 
August 1992 to September 1992 and a 
compensating decrease from December 1992 lo 
January 1993. 


Changes to regions 


23. The followimg changes 1o the cxisting Queensland 
labour force dissemination regions look effect from 
September 1992: 


The Brisbane Major Statistical Region has been expanded 
to include all of the Shire of Pine Rivers and additional 
parts of the Shires of Caboolture, Beaudesert, Moreton and 
Albert. ‘South and East BSD Balance Statistical Region’ 
and “North and West BSD Balance Statistical Region’ have 
been enlarged with corresponding reductions to ‘South and 
East Mareton Statistical Region’ and ‘North and West 
Morcton Statistical Region’, 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES — continued 


Seasonal adjustment 


24, Scasonal adjustment is a means of removme the 
estimated effects of normal seasonal variation from the 
series so that the effect of other influences on the series can 
be more clearly recognised. Scasonal adjustment does not 
remove the irregular or non-scasonal influcnees which may 
be present in any particular month. Influcnees that are 
volatile can still make it difficult to interpret the movement 
of the series even after adjustment for scasona! variation. 
scasonal factors are reviewed annually to take account of 
each addiuional year of origina! data. 


Trend estimation 


25. Smoothed seasonally adjusted series produce a 
measure of trend by reducing the impact of the irregular 
component of the series. The trend estimates are derived 
by applying a 13-term Henderson-weighted moving 
average to the respective seasonally adjusted series. These 
trend series are used 1o analyse the underlying behaviour of 
the series Over time. 


26, While this smoothing technique enables estimates to 
be produced which include the latest month, it docs resuit 
in revisions to the most recent months as additional 
Observations become available. Generally, subsequent 
revisions become smaller and after 3 months have a 
neghigible impact on the series. There will also be revisions 
as a result of the annual review ol scasonal factors. 


Month-to-month movements 


27. Care should be taken in the interpretation of month-lo- 
month movements in labour force survey estimates as they 
are subject to sampling and non-sampling variability as 
explained in paragraph 17.

Estimation procedure 


The labour force estimates are derived from the 
monthly population survey by use of a complex ratio 
estimation procedure, which ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population by age and sex, rather than 
to the age and scx distribution within the sample itself. 
This procedure compensates for under-cnumeration in the 
survey and leads to more reliable estimates, 


e Since regular estimates of the population are nol 
available at the regional level, the State benchmarks were 
used to produce regional estimates. This methodology 
assumes a common pattern of under-cnumeration al the 
regional level and also cnsures that regional estimates add 
to the State totals. 


Data quality 


3, Two types of error are possible in an csumate 
based on a sample survey: sampling error and = non- 
sampling error. Non-sampling error is explained in the 
Explanatory Notes, paragraph 17(b). The sampling error 
is a measure of the variability that occurs by chance 
because a sample, rather than the entire population, ts 
surveyed, 


Standard error of estimates 


4A. One measure of the variabilily of cstimales 
which occurs as a result of surveying only a sample of the 
population ts the standard error (SE). 


5. There are about two chances in three that a 
sample estimate will differ by less than one standard crror 
from the figure that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been mceluded and about 19 chances in 20 
that the difference will be less than two standard ¢rrors. 


6. The standard error of an estimate can he 
obtained from Table A. Linear mterpolation should be 
used to calculate the standard error of estimates falling 
between the sizes of estimates listed in the table {sec 
example following Table A). 


re Standard errors for some = ceslimalics, cg. 
unemployment, can vary from those shown 10 the lables, 


Methods for calculating the standard errors of these 
estimates are shown in the table below. 


Relative standard error 


8. Another measure of sampling variability is the 
relative standard error (RSE). This Is obtamed by 
expressing the standard crror as a percentage of the 
ecsumate to which it refers. The relative standard crror :s 
a uSclul measure in that it provides an immediate 
Indication of the percentage errors likely to have occurred 
duc to sampling and thus avoids the necd to reler also to 
the size of the estimate, 


9, In the Lables mm this publication, only estimates 
wilh relative standard ¢crrors of 25 per cent or less, and 
percentages bascd on such estimaics, are considered 
sufficiently reliable for most purposes. However, 
esumates and percentages with larger rclauve standard 
errors have been included and are preceded by an asterisk 
fe.g. * 3.0) to mdicate they are subject 10 high standard 
errors and should be uscd with caution. Small estimates 
are subject to such high standard errors (rclative to the 
size of the estimate} as lo detract seriously from their 
value for most reasonable use. 


Standard error of movement! 


10. The movement in the level of an estimate is also 
subject to sampling variability, The standard error of the 
movement depends on the levels of the estimates from 
which Lhe movement is oblained rather than the size of 
the movement. Standard errors of monthly movements 
arc given in Table B. These estimates apply only to 


eslimaics of movements between two conseculive 
montis. 
i]. Movements between corresponding months of 


conscculive quartcrs, 1c. guarterly movements, can be 
ablaincd by muluplying ihe figure in Table B by 1.21, 
Standard errors of movements between corresponding 
months of consecutive years, ic. annual movements, can 
be obtained by multiplying the figures in Table A by 1.3.

Persons aged 15 to 24 years who, during the reference 
week, were cnrolled full-time at a TAFE college, 
university, or other educational institution. 


Average hours worked. Ap gregate hours worked by a 
group divided by the number of persons in that wroup. 


Average duration of unemployment. For a group of 
unemployed persons, the aggregaic duration of 
unemployment divided by the number of persons in the 


froup. 


Duration of unemployment, The period from the time a 
person began looking for work or was stood down, to 
the end of the reference week. Thus the survey 
measures current (and continuing) periods of 
unemployment rather than completed spells. For 
persons who may have begun looking for work while 
sul] employed, the duration of unemployment is defined 
as the period from the time the person last worked full- 
timé for 2 wecks or more to the end of the reference 
week, 


Employed. Persons aged 15 ycars and over who, during 
the reference weck: 


(a) worked lor } hour or more for pay, profit, 
commission or payment in kind in a job or 
business or on a farm (comprising employees, 
empioyers and self-employed persons):

Job leavers. Unemployed persons who have worked 
full-time for 2 weeks or more in the past 2 years and left 
that job voluntarily, that is, because of unsatisfactory 
work arrangemicnis, pay or hours: the job was seasonal, 
lemporary Or a holiday job and they feft that job to 
return lo studies; their last job was running their own 
business and they closed down or sold that business for 
reasons other than financial difficuliies or any other 
reasons, 


Jop losers. Unemployed persons who have worked full- 
time for 2 weeks or more in the past 2 years and left that 
job involuntarily, that is, were laid off or retrenched 
from that job; left that job because of their own ill- 
health or injury, the job was scasonal or temporary and 
they did not leave that job to return to studies or their 
lasl job was running their own business and the business

indusirvy. Classified according to the Axstralian 
Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC), 1983 (1201,0 
and 1202.0). 


Labour force. For any group, persons who were 
employed or unemployed, as defined. 


Labour force status. A Classification of the civitian 
population aged 15 years and over into employed, 
unemployed or not in the labour force, as defined. The 
definitions conform closely to the international standard 
definitions adopied by the International Conferences of 
Labour Statisticians. 


Murttal status. Persons are classified as married 
(husband and wife) if they are reported as bemg marricad 
(including de facto) and their spouse was 8 usual 
resident of the household at the time of the survey. The 
nol marned category comprises persons who have never 
married, or are secparaicd, widowed or divorced, as well 
as those who, although reported as being married, did 
not have a spouse who usually lived in the household. 


Median duration of unemployment. The duration which 
divides unemployed persons into two equal groups, one 
comprising persons whose duration of unemployment is 
above the median and the other, persons whose duration 
is below il. 


Not in the labour force. Persons who were nol in the 
caicgorics employed or unemployed, as defined. They 
include persons who were keeping house (unpaid), 
rcired, voluntarily inactive, permanently unable to 
work, persons im — instttutions (hosp#als, jails, 
sanatoriums, Ctc.}, traince teachers, members of 
conlemplative religious orders and persons whose only 
activity during the reference weck was jury service or 
unpaid voluntary work for a charitable organisation.

Participation rate. For any group, the labour force 
expressed as a percentage of the civilian population 
aped 15 years and over in the same group.

Participation rates for persons classified by 
school or tertiary educational insuitution attendance are 
calculated using population estimates which include 
those in insitutions. 


Part-time workers. Employed persons who usually 
worked less than 35 hours a week and who did so 
during the reference week. 


Seasonally adjusted sertes. A time series of cstimalcs 
with the estimated effects of normal seasonal variauicn 
removed. See paragraph 24 of the Explanatory Notcs 
for more detail. 


Statistical regions. Classified according to the 
Australian Standard Geographicai Classiftcation 
(ASGC), Edition 2.7 (1216.0). 


Status of worker. Employed persons classilicd by 
whether they were employers, self-employed persons, 
wage and salary earners (employees), or unpaid amily 
helpers. 


Trend series. A smoothed scasonally adjusicd serics of 
estimates. See paragraphs 25 and 26 of the Explanatory 
Notes for more detail, 


Unemployed. Persons aged 15 ycars and over who were 
not employed during the reference week and: 


(a) had acuively looked for full-time or part-tine 
work at any time in the 4 weeks up lo the end 
of the reference weck and: 


(i) were available for work in the reference week 
or would have been available except for 
lemporary illness (i.e. lasting for Iess than 4 
weeks to the end of the reference weck); 


(ii) were wailing to slarl a new job within 4 weeks 
from the end of the reference week and would 
have started in the reference week if the job 
had been available then or 


(b) were wailing to be called back to a full-time or 
part-time job from which they had been stood
